QUARTERLY REVIEW OF LIFE INSUR- 
ANCE AND BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


The Life Insurance Sales Research Bureau, a 
very well orgarrized association maintained by 
about eighty life insurance companies, has pub- 
lished a summary of general business conditions 
in the United States, which is so comprehensive 
and so carefully considered as to be of interest and 
value to every business man, and of particular 
value to those engaged in the selling of life insur- 
ance. This general summary is as follows: 


GENERAL SUMMARY FOR THE UNITED STATES 


The first quarter of this year was excellent for the 
ordinary life insurance business, especially in relation to 
other business. In order to view it in proper perspective 
a brief summary of business conditions last year is given. 

Last year was a record breaking year for activities 
in many industries. It began with general business in 
good shape and tending upward. During the spring there 
was a general hesitancy in most lines, and altho the sum- 
mer and fall were fairly active, the levels of the spring 
were not reached. In the last half of the year the gen- 
eral trend was downward and the prospects seemed to be 
that the downward trend would continue for a number of 
months in 1924. During December there was a recovery 
in many lines and general business tended upward. This 
rise led to a wide difference of opinion as to the future of 
business for 1924. In its last Review the Bureau took 
the position that 1924 was not likely to be an exceptionally 
good year because it did not believe that the rise which 
was then in progress was well enough supported to last 
long. Three months ago as now, there were a number of 
undecided political questions, the decisions of which will 
have considerable effect upon general business and upon 
sales of insurance. The rise in business activity and in 
wholesale prices continued thru January and into February, 
but a falling off occurred in March in many important in- 
dustries, and wholesale and retail prices fell slightly. The 
reports which are available for the early part of April 
indicate a continuance of the downward trend. The pros- 
pects for the life insurance business for the rest of the 
year are not different from the prospects at the beginning 
of the year. As this is the first number of the Review 
to be sent to a large number of persons we quote what was 
said last time about the prospects for the ordinary life 
insurance business: 

“The prospects for the life insurance business are good. 
Sales may not exceed those of last year by as much as 
last year’s sale exceeded those of the year before, that is, 
by about one-fifth, but it is not rash to expect them to be 
a tenth above 1923. There is practically no limit to the 
possible increase. What will be accomplished depends 
upon the energy and skill with which the individual life in- 
surance companies select and train their agents, and expand 
by emphasizing income settlements, insurance to pay off 
mortgages and estate taxes, to provide for the education 
of children, and to protect partnerships or businesses; 
and to the extent to which service is extended to relatively 
new classes of risks such as female and understandard 
risks. Because the country has avoided a severe depres- 
sion it seems fair to expect that the lapse rate will be less 
in 1924 than in 1921.

“It is impossible to make a general predication whic 
will be applicable to all companies. ‘There are some com- 
panies which are so small that they have not enough 
agents for the law of averages to apply, and there are 
some where changes of home office personnel will affect 
the whole organization and fortunes of the company. We 
are not attempting to predict the effect of these factors 
upon the individual company since we are now consider- 
ing the ordinary life insurance business as a totality.” 

So far this year the Bureau’s estimate of a 10% in- 
crease over last year has been three points too low, but 
as general business is now tending downward our figure 
does not appear to need revision. 

Thruout the first quarter of the year there was a very 
unusual mixture of good and bad in the general business 
situation. The automobile, building, and steel industries 
continued at a very high rate of activity, but prices of 
many of their products fell off during the quarter and 
made the business less profitable. ‘The textile industries 
are very much depressed, and the situation of the farmer 
improved. On the whole there was 


very little unemployment and wages were high. Sales of

Before the war, when the United States sold 
her goods abroad they were largely paid for by the im- 
It was really a proc- 
ess of exchange of goods with the balance settled by a 
slight shipment of money. During the war we increased 
our exports and sent quantities of goods to Europe for 
which we took a promise of future payments. It is now 
time for us to be paid back but we have imposed such 
heavy duties upon imports that it is impossible for foreign 
countries to pay their debts to us in consumable goods. 
As these countries have no gold to spare they are restrict- 
ing their buying in this country to the utmost. This re- 
striction of foreign buying has particularly affected the 
farmer and the shipping trade, and thru them it is reacting 
unfavorably upon other industries by decreasing the de- 
mand for their products. Much of our agricultural, in- 
dustrial, and business structure has been developed in 
response to world conditions. 

The presence of as much gold as is now in the country 
and the continued inflow of more would normally result 
in a rise of wholesale and retail prices in this country, 
but gold which is merely held as bank reserves and which 
is not used as a basis of credit does not produce any 
effect upon prices. The business public is not at present 
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disposed to borrow money and so the gold reserves of our 
banks are increasing without raising the general level of 
rices. 
. Business as a whole seems to be in an unstable position 
and it is quite likely that a general decline will occur be- 
fore long. The present prosperity of business, where it 
exists, depends largely upon the automobile and the build- 
ing industries. The automobile industry has been growing 
nstantly for over two years, but, as explained below, it 
oks as tho its growth is stopping. The building industry 
also is slowing down. A general decline is not likely to 
lead to a severe depression because of the high and broadly 
distributed purchasing power of the country, and because 
the decline would not be due to an unsound inflationary 
boom. Sales of ordinary life insurance are not likely to 
be greatly affected by the probable decline. Selling will 
unquestionably be made harder in some cases. Persons 
engaged in certain businesses will be poorer prospects than 
at present, but others, particularly those having fixed 
incomes, will be better prospects. The agent should not 
neglect prospects whose business is dull, but he should be 
careful to present to such prospects suitable forms of pro- 
tection. The man who finds his business earnings some- 
what reduced is in a mood to consider the future of his 
family. He is a better prospect for policies which furnish 
protection as cheaply as possible rather than for policies 
with savings features which require higher premiums. 


The review then proceeds to an analysis of the 
conditions in various important industries. Its 
editors conclude that “The building boom, which 
has contributed so much to the prosperity of the 
country, is now losing force,” and point out that 
“Tf this is so, it will give the industries of the coun- 
try a serious setback, because so many of them are 
engaged in producing things used in building con- 
struction.” 

Reference is made to the great production of 
automobiles, tending to create keen price competi- 
tion, and possibly falling prices. Such a condition 
would affect the loans made upon automobiles 
purchased on the instalment plan, which loans are 
estimated to aggregate the enormous sum of two 
billion dollars, “or more than two and a half times 

ry value of the United States wheat crop in 1923.” 





Iron and steel production expanded during the 
first quarter of the year, “but prices did not hold 
very well, and early in April there was evidence 
that the industry was slowing down.” 

The railroads, on the contrary, were prosperous, 
their business being very much larger than in the 
first quarter of 1923. Net earnings for the first 
two months increased to a figure representing 
5.32% annual return upon the tentative net valua- 
tion of the roads, as against 4.70% for the same 
period of 1923. 

Prices of agricultural products declined through- 
out the first quarter, the downward trend continu- 
ing in April. 

Sales of ordinary life insurance—paid-for basis— 
amounted to $1,752,699,000 during the first quarter, 





the highest on record for any first quarter, and 
only 2% below the sales of the second quarter of 
1923, which is the highest quarter on record. This 
is a very remarkable showing. The figures rep- 
resent the returns made to the Sales Research 
Bureau by companies having in force over 88% 
of the legal reserve ordinary business of the coun- 
try.

CAUSES OF DEATH CLAIMS IN 1923 


The death claims paid during 1923 by the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company aggregated $62,- 
495,938, or about one-seventh of the total death 
claim disbursements of all American life insurance 
companies during that year. The company has 
published a table showing the percentage of the 
total payments due to various causes, which table 
we print below. The company points out that 
about 70 per cent of these payments were due to 
causes which preventive medicine can materially 
reduce or entirely suppress. The table follows:

DEATH RATE FROM DIABETES 
DECREASES 


A bulletin issued by the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Company in February, 1924 contains some 
interesting statistics concerning the decrease of 
the death rate from diabetes. The company with 
reservations, attributes this to the increasing use 
of the Insulin treatment disease. 
The statement of the company in full is as follows. 


of this terrible 


“One of the most encouraging items in the 1923 mor- 
tality statistics of the Industrial policyholders of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance Company is the drop in the dia- 
betes deathrate. The decline, it is true, was only 6.4 
per cent., the deathrate in 1923 being 16.1 per 100,000 
as compared with 17.2 for 1922. But slight as is the drop 
it may have great significance; for it follows a period of 
three years during which time deaths from diabetes had 
been increasing continuously and at a considerable rate. 
Between 1919 and 1922 the rate rose 28 per cent. These 
figures for the Company's Industrial Department relate to 
great group of American and Canadian wage-earners; but 
there are also available from the Ordinary and _ Inter- 
mediate Departments of the Company (which include 
policyholders of a somewhat higher economic status) figures 
which show considerable declines in 1923 in deaths from 
this disease. Among the Ordinary policyholders 7.8 death 
claims were paid in 1923 per 100,000 policies in force as 
compared with 10.5 claims in 1922; and in the Intermediate 
Department, 9.6 claims were paid as compared with 10.2 
in 1922. 

“The interesting fact is, of course, that the lower dia- 
betes deathrate last year was contemporaneous with the 
beginning of the more or less general use of insulin to 
check the devastating effects of this disease. It is too 
early, as yet, to say finally that the sudden check in the 
rising mortality from diabetes is to be credited to the use 
of this apparently successful treatment. Before this can 
be done we must have figures showing declines for a 
series of years, and a greater rate of decrease must be 
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shown. If the rate drops again in 1924 it will be safe to 
assume that there is some well défined cause for the re- 
versal of the trend which was observed between 1919 and 
1922. And, as there appears to be no other outstanding 
reason for the check in diabetes mortality last year, it is 
extremely probable, to say the least, that the increasingly 
successful and widespread use of insulin was the chief 
factor in lowering the deathrate from this disease. 

“The mortality figure for diabetes, so far in 1924, 
more than encouraging. The January deathrate for t 
Industrial policyholders was 17.2 per 100,000 as compared 
with 20.3 for January, 1923. Obviously, we cannot gauge 
the outcome for 1924 by what has transpired in a single 
month; but the change is in the right direction. If this 
rate of decline persists throughout the year the fall in the

THE GROWTH OF GROUP INSURANCE 

A very interesfing paper dealing with the growth 
of group insurance in the United States was read 
before the American Society for the Advancement 
of Science at Cincinnati, in December, 1923, by 
William J. Graham, F. A. S., vice-president of the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society. Mr. Graham re- 
viewed the history of group insurance in the United 
States, with which development he has been ac- 
tively identified from its inception, and presented 
figures showing the amount of group insurance in 
force at the end of each year during which it has 
been written, as follows:

These figures embrace those of all the leading com- 
panies. Mr. Graham says: “The vast bulk of the 
business has been written by six of the leading life 
insurance companies, but there are a score or more 
companies actively engaged in the group business 
in this country.” 

An examination of the claim records of one com- 
pany for ten months, ending October 31, 1923, 
showed that during that period 2,264 claims were 
paid, averaging $1,258 in amount; and in 996 of 
these cases—or about 44% of all—the deceased 
employee left no other life insurance, not even a 
small industrial policy. Nothing could more forci- 
bly illustrate the importance to the dependents of 
wage workers of the group insurance development.

AGRICULTURAL LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY OF 
AMERICA, BAY CITY, MICHIGAN 


Examined by Michigan Insurance Department 


e. examination of this company has been made by the In- 
surance Department of Michigan as of December 31, 1923, re- 
viewing its transactions from December 31, 1921, the date 
of the last previous examination, to December 31, 1923. The 
report is dated March 15, 1924, and reviews briefly the history 
of the company, showing that $250,000 was paid in for capital 
and $356,566.25 for surplus. Dividends paid in cash to the stock- 
holders have aggregated $88,450. The total commissons paid on 
the sale of capital stock amounted to $90,648.61, which is mod- 
erate, being about 15%. 

The directors are divided into three groups of five each. Five 
directors are elected for three year terms at each annual meeting. 

The income schedule shows no unusual items except borrowed 
money $71,486.69; and the disbursements schedules show that this 
was repaid during the year. 

The admitted assets on December 31, 1923 were 1,244,504.71; 
the net reserve $931,637.00; paid-in capital $250,000, and the sur- 
plus over the capital and all other liabilities $27,278.97. The 
last mentioned item is small in proportion to the reserve and 
volume of business transacted. 

The claim records were examined and the company was found 
to be “eminently fair’ in its treatment of controversial cases. 
The examiners state that “there is no unnecessary delay in the 
payment of claims” and that there were no compromises or 
cases in court at the date of the examination. 

As a result of foreclosures of mortgages during 1923 the com- 
pany acquired title of two pieces of property at prices which 
seemed to fully protect it. 

The mortgage loan files were examined and all appeared to 
have been made in accordance with the Michigan laws. No ap- 
praisals were obtained by the examiners for the purpose of 
verifying the company’s appraisals. 

The other assets were investigated and except for trifling de- 
ductions made for technical reasons were found satisfactory. 

Concerning dividends to stockholders the examiners say: 

“The first dividend paid stockholders was on January 16th, 
1918. and was at the rate of 10% on stockholders of record De- 
cember 31st, 1917. In 1919, the rate was cut to 7% where it 
remained until 1922 when it was again increased to 10%. After 
paying two quarterly dividends in 1923 at this rate of 10%, it 
was decided by the Board of Directors to waive the payment of 





future dividends until the surplus of the company reached 
,000.00.

“None of these dividends were earned except that paid in 1923, 
due to the operations of the business for the year 1922. All 
other dividends have been paid from the surplus contributed.” 

In view of the small amount of the surplus we consider the 
decision of the directors to pay no more dividends until the 
surplus amounts to $100,000, to be wise. 

The examiners stated that the contracts with agents are reason- 
able, the commissions being moderate. The company, in common 
with others, has sustained some losses through advances to 
agents but these are not large in amount. 

Considerable space is devoted to the subject of commission 
contracts with the president and the general manager. Concern- 
ing these contracts the report is as follows: 

Commission Contracts 

This company has existing commission contracts terminating 

in 1931 which in brief are as follows: A General Manager’s 








contract in favor of F. F. MeGinnis, president of the company, 
for payment of ten per cent commission on all new premiums 
paid for; a superintendent of agent’s contract in favor of F. 
A. Benson, former secretary of the company (now assigned to 
W. E. King present secretary-treasurer) for payment of two and 
one half per cent commission on all renewal premiums paid. 
In March 1921 these contracts were amended as of January Il, 
1921, so that the maximum amount that could be paid on either 
contract was $3,100.00 for the year 1921. They were again 
amended as of January 1, 1922 so that the maximum amount that 
could be paid on either contract was $5,700.00 and $4,300.00 re- 
spectively for the year 1922. On November 10, 1922 the Execu- 
tive Committee passed the following resolution: 

“Motion by J. C. Grosjean, seconded by Henry 
that the action of the executive committee at its meeting 
March 2, 1921, in reducing the general manager’s commis- 
sion for the year 1921 be and is hereby rescinded.” 

and it is further resolved 

“That the contract of said general manager bearing date 
January 19, 1916 be and is hereby reaffirmed and the com- 
mission accruing to said general manager for the year 1921 
in the amount of $11,153.23 be paid to him on this date.” 

A further resolution was passed by the executive committee 
on January 5, 1923 which reads as follows: 

“Motion by J. C. Grosjean, seconded by Henry Kinney, 
that the contract of the general manager, bearing date Jan- 
uary 19, 1916 be and is hereby reaffirmed and the commis- 
sion accruing to said general manager for the year 1922 in 
the amount of $3,091.15 be paid to him on this date.” 

The amounts aforementioned were paid in 
the resolution. 

At an executive committee meeting held on July 14, 1923, the 
following notice and resolution was made by J. C. 
and seconded by C. A. Tyler:

“That the action of the executive committee at its meeting 
March 2d, 1921 and January 14th, 1922 in reducing the re- 
newal commissions in the years of 1921 and 1922 under the 
Superintendent of Agents 
scinded. ’ 

“And it is further resolved, That the contract of Superin- 
tendent of Agents, bearing date the 3lst day of July, 1916 
is hereby reaffirmed and said duties thereunder are now 
performed by Willard E. King under contract of purchase 
from F. A. Benson, and said agreement approved by the execu- 
tive committee and board of directors. 

“Therefore be it further resolved, That the balance of 
renewal commissions accruing under the Superintendent of 
Agents contract for the years of 1921 and 1922, in the amount 
of $8,161.58 being unpaid renewal commission for the years 
of 1921 and 1922, shall be paid te the said Willard E. King, 
on this date.”

In connection with the assignment of this contract and the 
subsequent payment of commissions, we believe there is a ques- 
tion as to the legality of the transaction because the contract 
was made in consideration of Mr. Benson’s services and since 
his services have ceased, we fail to see where there is any obliga- 
tion on the part of the company to pay renewal commissions 
on business written subsequent to the date of assignment. 

It is pertinent to here state that the executive committee at its 
meeting on January 5, 1923, also passed the following resolution: 

“Motion by W. E. King, seconded by Henry Kinney that 

Dr. J. C. Grosjean be allowed at this time the difference 

under his contract between what he received in 1921 and 

what his contract called for in amount of $1,106.75.” 

This amount was paid and a contract for the payment of fifty 
cents per thousand of insurance written was reinstated. 

It may be noted that all of these contracts were reaffirmed and 
the accrued commissions paid, thereby increasing the compen- 
sation of the officers, yet the management has deemed it ad- 
visable to discontinue the payment of dividends to stockholders 
until the company’s surplus reaches $100,000.00. It is rather 
difficult to see the equity in such action. 

Concerning these contracts the company,

takes the position that there can be no question as to the 


legality of substituting Willard E. King for F. A. Benson under 
the contract formerly held by Benson, and that the transaction 
will save the company a considerable amount. 

Mr. King states that he paid Mr. Benson $7,200 for the con- 
tract. From the facts before us we nothing irregular or 
censurable in this transaction.

The following announcement concerning the consolidation of 

the First National Life Insurance Company of Pierre, S. D. 


with this company has been sent to us by the manager: 

“Effective April 3rd, 1924, a consolidation of the First National 
Life Insurance Company of Pierre, South Dakota, and the Con- 
tinental Life Insurance Company of St. Louis, Missouri, was 
completed. This consolidation was effected under the direction 
of a commission composed of the Governor, the Insurance Com- 
missioner and the Attorney-General of South Dakota, also the 
Insurance Comissioners of the states of Missouri and Arkansas, 
this tribunal acting in accordance with the statutes of the States 
of South Dakota and Missouri. The new company will operate 
under the name of the Continental Life Insurance Company with 
its Home Office at St. Louis, Missouri. 

“You will receive official advice of the above action, also a cer- 
tificate of assumption, properly signed by the officers of the 
Continental Life Insurance Company. 

“A branch office.for the collection of renewal premiums and 
to render additional service in looking after your interests will 
be maintained at Pierre, South Dakota, to be known as the 
First National Branch. 

“The statement printed on the reverse side of this announce- 
ment will give you some idea as to the additional resources 
which have been added to guarantee your policy contract.” 

With this announcement the company furnished us a finan- 
cial statement as of December 31st, 1923, showing the combined 
figures of the two companies, as follows:

Secures Control of Maryland Assurance Corporation 

On April 21st, 1924, interests identified with this company 
completed the purchase of a large majority of the stock of 
the Maryland Assurance Corporation. 

The latter company has outstanding 50,000 shares of stock 
par value $10 per share; of which 48,632 were purchased by the 
Eureka Life interests at $14.10 per share. The remaining shares, 
held largely by employees of the Maryland Assurance Corpora- 
tion, will be purchased by the Eureka Life interests at $16 per 
share, the price at which they were originally sold. 

Immediately after the change of control, the following officers 
were elected: 

President, J. C. Maginnis; vice-president, J. Barrey Mahool; 
secretary, Charles O. Hall; treasurer, J. N. Warfield, Jr. 

The Maryland Assurance Corporation was incorporated in 1917 
by interests closely connected with the Maryland Casualty Com- 
pany of Baltimore. It began business with $500,000.00 capital 
and $300,000.00 surplus paid in on January Ist, 1918. 

In 1919, $100,000.00 additional capital stock was issued at $40 
per share, which added $300,000.00 to the paid in surplus. This 
additional stock, known as class “A” stock, was all held by the 
Maryland Casualty Company. During 1918 the Maryland Assur- 
ance Corporaton reinsured the accident and health business of 
the Maryland Casualty Company, but subsequently, on August 
1, 1920, this business was transferred back to the Maryland 
Casualty Company and coincidently the class ‘‘A”’ stock issued 
in 1919 was retired at the price paid for it, namely, $40 per share, 
leaving the capital at its original amount, $500,000. 

The company wrote only non-participating business and at 
the end of 1923, had in force $14,473,455 of paid-for insurance; 
its admitted assets were $1,105,699. 

The directors of the Maryland Casualty Company decided to 
dispose of their interest in the Maryland Assurance Company 
because the business of the casualty company is of such magni- 
tude as to require the undivided attention of its executive officers 
and this decision was also influenced by the fact that the Cas- 
uelty company had a large amount invested in the life insur- 
ance company upon which it was receiving no cash return. 

The Eureka Life Insurance Company began business in 1882 
as an assessment association under the title “Eureka Mutual Aid 
Society.”” In 1902 it changed to the legal reserve basis, ope 
ing as a mutual company under its present title. © 

On January 2, 1918, it was changed from a mutual to a s A 
company with $100,000.00 paid-in capital, and $10,000.00 paid-in 
surplus. The entire capital stock of the company was purchased 
by the Conservation Company, a holding corporation, with head- 
quarters in Baltimore. 

The company has made steady progress and on December 31, 
1923 its admitted assets were $1,810,360; paid-in capital $100,000; 
net surplus $232,564; and it had in force $21,701,345 of paid-for 
insurance. 

When the necessary legal details have been worked out, the 
two corporations will be merged.

The agency force of the two companies are now producing about 
$10,000,000 of new business per month and the management be-

INTER-SOUTHERN LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY, 
LOUISVILLE, KY. 
Examined by the Insurance Departments of Kentucky, Illinois, 
and Indiana 


 y examination of this company, as of September 30, 1923, 







made by the Insurance Departments of its home state, IIl- 
is and Indiana. The report of the examination 
November 17, 1923, but was only recently released. 

The report is a document of thirty-eight pages and covers 
the period from August 31, 1919 (the date of the last previous 
examination, which was made by the States of Kentucky and 
Indiana) to September 30, 1923. 

The scope of the examination includes a verification of the 
annual statements filed for the years 1919, 1920, 1921 and 1922, 
and an extensive investigation of the claim records. 

The report reviews the history of the company, which was 
organized May 21, 1906 as the Kentucky Inter-Southern Life In- 
surance Company, present title having been adopted in January, 
1909. 

In July, 1919 it absorbed, through consolidation, the Southern 
National Life Insurance Company and in 1915, also through 
consolidation, it absorbed the Citizens National Life Insurance 
Company. In addition, it took over, through re-insurance, the 
business of. several other companies, as follows: 

1910 Business Mens’ Mutual Life Insurance Co., Louisville, Ky. 
1915 Florida Life Insurance Company, Jacksonville, Fla. 

1916 Central Life Insurance Company, Louisville, Ky. 

1923 Indiana Life Insurance Company, Indianapolis, Ind. 

The company is licensed in Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Kentucky, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Tennessee. 

The schedules of income, disbursements, assets and liabilities 


is dated 





are set forth in detail. The most interesting items in the income 
schedule are $2,525,708.24, being the ledger assets received in 
the Indiana National Life re-insurance; and $389,711.66 repre- 
senting the increase in the valuation of the company’s home 
office building during 1923. 

The item of surrender values during the first nine months of 
1923 amounted to $514,206.53; the large amount of this item will 
be explained later in this article. 

There is also included in the schedule of disbursements $396,- 
616.94 designated “Indiana National Purchase Account.” 

The total income for the first nine months of 1923 was $5,269,- 
621.14, of which considerably more than one-half is repre- 
sented by the assets acquired from the Indiana National Life 
and the increase in the valuation of the real estate; and the 
total disbursements were $2,422,698.08. 

The total admitted assets, after deducting non-admitted items 
aggregating $377,209.98, was $10,178,168.25. Of this total the 
Home Office property of this company represents $3,247,335.67, 
after deducting an encumbrance of $75,000.00; and $314,300 is the 
value of three other parcels of real estate. 

The net reserve amounted to $8,387,402.00; the capital paid-up 
stood at $678,891.75, and the net surplus over capital and all 
other liabilities was $154,385.96—a little less than 2% of the 
reserve. 

Comments on Statement 

The large item of surrender values is explained by the ex- 
aminers as follows: 

“This charge appears large due to the company’s effort to 
conserve and reinstate lapsed business and business on ex- 
tended insurance by taking the reserve on policies and paying 
the indebtedness against it and using the balance to pay the 
first premium on a new policy.” 

First year commissions were approximately 76 per cent and 
renewal commissions 4%4 per cent. 

Home Office salaries were about 8% of the total net renewal 
premiums for the year. 

Concerning the purchase of the Indiana National Life’s busi- 
ness, the examiners make the following comment: 

“Appearing under the heading “Other Disbursements” is 
the purchase of the Indiana National Life Insurance Company 
amounting in total to $396,616.94. The purchase price stipu- 
lated in the reinsurance agreement is understood to have been 
$380,000.00, the excess of the amount paid over this sum $16,- 
616.94 comprises $15,000.00 of legal and other fees, $916.94 for 
expenses and $700.00 as purchase price of an automobile.” 
The company sustained a loss of $6,988.87 on the sale of cer- 

tain real estate during the first nine months of 1923. It also 
charged off similar losses in 1921 of $11,259.61 and in 1922, $19,- 
937.54. Concerning these matters, the examiners say: 

“These losses are the direct result of an attempt on the part 
of the company to protect, through this venture, the loss of 
or the increased cost to the Home Office annex of materials 
obtained from wrecking of old buildings and other materials 
used for form purposes, and it is possible when considered 
from this angle that the loss is not as great as it would at first 
appear. It is in fairness to the company to state that these 
properties were built at the peak of high prices, and when com- 
pleted and ready for sale there was practically no market for 
this class of property. 

“Engaging in this particular line of activity was not one of 
the charter powers of the company and it should not have 
entered on this venture.”’ 


The investment of the company in its Home Office properly 
represents so large a percentage of its total resources that we 
reproduce in full the comments of the examiners concerning this 
important matter: 


“The Home Office building of the company is located on the 
north east corner of Jefferson and 5th streets, Louisville, 
Kentucky. This building is a nineteen story steel and con- 
crete modern office building, the company occupying the 
seventeenth, eighteenth and a portion of the sixth floors for 
Home Office purposes. During the period of this examination 
there has been erected, what is known as the annex to the Home 
Office building, at an expenditure of $1,822,335.67 which has 
very materially increased the income and automatically re- 
duced the percentage of overhead expense from operation. 
The present book value of the completed building now stands 
at $3,322,335.67. The Kentucky laws provide that the insur-

ance commissioner in determining the value of the real estate 
to be used for Home Office purposes, shall give it no higher 
value than would be adequate to yield at three (3%) annyal 
interest, the average amount of its rental for the year next 
preceding, including a fair rental value for space used for its 
own occupancy. In view of the above addition, which in 
reality is a completion of the original unit, your examiners 
have asked for an appraisal which was made during fhe course 
of the examination by competent appraisers, a copy of this 
appraisal being hereto attached. This appraisal shows the total 
value to be*$4,028,960.00 and, the fair market value at volun- 
tary sale to be $3,500,000.00, the difference between this amount 
and the book value being shown in the financial statement 
as non-ledger assets. Inasmuch as that portion of the build- 
ing known as the annex was under course of construction and 
has never been fully occupied, the average yield could not be 
definitely determined for the entire four year period covered 
by this examination, and we have used as a basis for our 
calculation the experience of the company for the entire nine 
months ending September 30, 1923 which is as follows:

“The net income of $86,189.22 represents a yield of 3.46 per 
cent on the present book value of $5,322,335.67 and 3.28 per 
cent on the appraised value of $3,500,000.00. 

“In the above calculation there has been no allowance made 
for depreciation or absolescence for the reason that the build- 
ing is now new, but in the future this is an element of cost 
which in the judgment of your examiners should be considered. 
This property is located in the very heart of the business 
district and the completion and reasonably expected occupancy 
insures an increased percentage of yields on the company’s 
investment. The company carries on the above property, in- 
surance to the amount of $1,530,000.00.” 

It seems to us that the adoption of a period of but nine months 
as a basis for calculating the value of this property, for the 
purposes of the company’s statement upon the basis of its net 
earnings is too short to be conclusive or reliable. The return 
of 3.28% upon the appraised value of $3,500,000.00 is very low, 
considering the percentage of the company’s assets invested in 
this property. 

The report of the examiners includes a statement under oath 
of Walter S. Adams and E. P. Lynch valuing the land on which 
the Home Office building stands at $528,960 and the improvements 
at $3,500,000.00, a total of $4,028,960.00. As already stated in this 
article, the property is carried at a total valuation of $3,500,- 
000.00 and on that figure the return without allowance for de- 
preciation was 3.28% upon $3,500,000.00. The only other large 
item of real estate owned by the company is the former Home 
Office building of the Indiana Life Insurance Company taken 
over when that company’s business was reinsured. It is valued 
at $301,000.00 and is located at 316-320 N. Meridian Street, Indian- 
apolis, Ind., and assets of two buildings of brick and stone 
construction. The examiners say, “One of these buildings was 
formerly used as a Home Office building, and the other is a 32 
apartment building.” Nothing is said by the examiners as to 
their opinion as to the value of this property or the net income 
therefrom. 

Concerning the mortgage loans of the company, the examiners 
say that on loans made direct by the company, its experience has 
been excellent, no loss having been suffered of either principal 
or interest, but that it has had some difficulty with some mort- 
gage loans taken over in connection with various re-insurances 
of the business of other companies. The examiners say: “In 
two instances, being the owner of large farms, is disposed of 
two instances, being the owner of large farms, it disposed of these 
properties by accepting mortgage loans on city properties and by 
taking back mortgage loans on the farm properties sold. All of 
these mortgage loans so effected are in compliance with statutory 
requirements. The three insurance commissioners, to whom 
this report is addressed, made a personal inspection of the city 
properties and an investigation of the entire transaction and 
gave same their approval. Your examiners have investigated 
these loans carefully, and most heartily recommend these ex- 
changes and loans on said properties, as being a most excellent 
work of conservation for the benefit of the company. In two 





instances, affecting these loans, there is a funding arrangement 
whereby an equal amount of first mortgage bonds of the new 
loans are deposited in escrow to effect the funding, and only 
the bonds taken up and actually paid for cash by the company 
have been included in the assets of the financial statement of 
this report.”’ 

Concerning the collateral loans the examiners say that one of 
$4,500.00 is secured by collateral of known value, but does not 
meet the approval of the Kentucky statute, for which reason 
it is disallowed. Another loan of $1,500.00 is secured by stoc 
the Ohio Valley Bank Trust Co. of Paducah, Ky., which 
stitution was closed subsequent to September 30, 1923, but during 
the course of the examination. All other loans are stated to 
comply with the Kentucky statutes. 

Concerning the stocks and bonds, the examiners report cer- 
tain transaction of unusual character. They state that these 
investments comply with the law with the exception of 50,000 
shares of Old Dominion Oil Company Stock at $1.00 per share 
which is deducted as non-admitted. 

Regarding this transaction, the examiners say: 

“During the period of the flu-epidemic, it was found neces- 
sary, as shown by the last examination report, for the di- 
rectors of the company to advance the sum of $100,000.00 which 
sum was to be repaid from net loadings embraced in renewal 
premiums not otherwise promised or aportioned for a _ spe- 
cific purpose. This advance was returned to the directors, $50,- 
000.00 in January, $25,000.00 in May, $22,900.00 in September 
1920 and $2,100.00 in January 1921. The prompt return of this 
advance was the result of profits accruing from certain profit- 
able investments and the above security deducted as assets 
not admitted represents a surplus from this source after the 
return to the directors of the advance above referred to. 

“The investments above referred to which enabled the,ycom- 
pany to so promptly return to its officers the amount of this 
advanced money, was not in compliance with the insurance 
laws of the State of Kentucky which prescribes the manner 
in which the funds of a life insurance company shall be in- 
vested, and does not meet with the approval of your exam- 
iners. However, we must say that the company has profited 
handsomely through the transaction, due to the generosity of 
certain of the company’s officers in allowing their outside in- 
formation to become capitalized in the interest of the company 
and its policyholders. 

“The company should not have pursued this method of 
repaying this advance but should have complied with the 
terms of the contract under which the Directors advanced the 
$100,000.00, since the method provided for by the contract did 
not require the advance to be carried as a liability.” 








This is a most unusual transaction. The criticism of the 
exuminers concerning it is much more mild than the facts 
warrant. 

Concerning certain items listed as “Farm Accounts,” the ex- 
aminers make the following comment:

“The above assets are carried on the books of the company 
as open accounts and from their very nature are not an ad- 
mitted asset of an insurance company. However, included in 
these assets are the growing crops, live stock and implements 
of the farms exchanged for city property as referred to else- 
where in this report, and in that during the progress of this 
examination these assets were converted into cash and first 
mortgage bonds on real estate in Kansas City, Missouri and 
the transaction perfecting the exchange carefully gone over 
by your examiner, we have allowed as admitted assets the 
total of these open farm accounts in the sum of $99,371.25. 
In addition to these accounts the account of the Indiana Na- 
tional amounting to $1,002.99 has been admitted as cash not 
yet distributed. All other items totaling $53,176.60 are de- 
ducted as assets not admitted.” 

The net reserve was subjected to a “careful test check.” and 
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the examiners state that “no error of any consequence was 
found.” 
Concerning this method of valuation, the examiners say: 
“The company values all business issued from the year 
1904 to 1910 on the American Experience Table of Mortality 
and three per cent (3%) interest and also on the same Mortal- 
ity table and four per cent (4%) interest and the business 
written since 1910 has been valued on the American Experience 
Table and 3% per cent interest excepting the life and endow- 
ment policies issued since 1915, which are valued on the actu- 
aries Table and four per cent.” 


It is noteworthy that the very large real estate investment 
does not earn even 3% per cent interest according to the re- 
port of the examiners. 


The examiners comment upon the large increase in the vol- 
ume of business in force since the previous examination as of 
August 3list, 1919 when that item stood at $40,798,397.00 as 
against $84,263,731.00 on September 30th, 1923. This large growth 
is, of course, due chiefly to the reinsurances above referred to. 


Claim files were carefully examined and the company compli- 
mented upon its treatment of claimants. The examiners say 
that the company is fair in both settlement of death and dis- 
ability claims, and payments are made promptly upon receipt 
of the required proofs of death. 


The examiners found that the liability for taxes had been 
under estimated in the company’s statements. 


Items appear in various parts of the statement concerning 
transactions in connection with the reinsurance of the Florida 
Life Insurance Company. This is rather complicated. Concern- 
ing it, the examiners say: 


“This liability is the result of a reinsurance contract be- 
tween this company and the Florida Life Insurance Company 
and the state treasurer of Florida, whereby, whenever the net 
balance to the credit of said Florida Account shall at any time 
equal five per cent (5%) of the “Mean Reserve” after deduc- 
tion of all advances made by the Inter-Southern, said Inter- 
Southern shall distribute same by crediting the lien upon the 
policy of each policyholder, accepting the agreement with the 
portion of said distributable fund, which the “mean _ re- 
serve” upon each policy, less any indebtedness thereon at 
reinsurance date, bears to the total “‘mean reserve” of all 
policies, and all said amounts thus credited or paid the policy- 
holders shall be charged to said “Florida Account.”

the books of the company for the period of years covered by 
this examination. The decrease of the capital stock liability, 
is due to the purchase and cancellation, by the company of 
its own stock. In the verification of this account your exam- 
iners were unable to perfect a complete reconciliation, but 
from the test made, have accepted the ledger control account, 
and would recommend that the company proceed immediately 
to perfect this balance between the certificate stubs and ledger 
control. In the consolidation of other companies with the 
Inter-Southern, in which the exchange of stock certificates 
were necessary, complete transfer has been perfected and your 
examiners feel that additional effort should be expended in 
this direction. 


“The annual statements for the years covered by this re- 
port show that the company has been purchasing a number 
of shares of stock at varying prices, never in excess of par how- 
ever, the purchased stock being cancelled, and outstanding 
capital stock reduced. While this practice was in accordance 
with the Kentucky laws, as per an opinion of the attorney 
general, it has now been discontinued.” 


The agency organization is stated to be well established and 
“apparently capable of producing a good volume of business.” 
The agency contracts were investigated and the examiners con- 
sider that they protect the interest of the policyholders and 
the company and that the commissions paid are not excessive. 


e “The above schedule represents the capital stock shown by 





As stated earlier in the report the average commissions are 
about 76%. 


Some changes were suggested in the accounting system which 
would facilitate the work in connection with such an examina- 
ton as the one in review.

Examiners Comments—Extracts 


The Order is a fraternal beneficiary association, with lodge 
system and ‘representative form of government. It was organized 
October 26, 1896, and commenced business on that date. As of 
December 31, 1923 the Order has sixty-eight branch lodges, all 
of which are in Minnesota, with 7,714 members in good standing 
and insurance in force aggregating $5,530,500.00. 


In General 
Certificates are issued in amounts of $500.00 and $1,000.00. The 
ages of admission to the insurance branch of the Order are from 
sixteen to fifty years. All beneficiary members are required to 
pass a satisfactory medical examination. 


Assessments are levied monthly but the constitution provides 
that the Board of Directors shall have the power to call an 
extra assessment whenever the amount in the reserve fund shall 
fall below the sum of $10,000.00. The assessments collected and 
all interest on investments are credited to the beneficiary fund. 


Membership fees, dues and per capita tax, fees for change of 
beneficiary and receipts for sale of lodge supplies are credited 
to the expense fund. 


Assessment Rates: The Association’s rates of assessments from 
ages sixteen to forty-four are based upon the Hxperience Table 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, Life Insurance Fund; from 
ages forty-five to forty-nine, inclusive, the National Fraternal 
Congress Rates are used. 


In the absence of exact figures which were not available for 
this report, your Department’s Actuary estimated the Associa- 
tion’s solvency as of December 31, 1923, at less than 50%; a con- 
dition which would clearly indicate a necessity on the part of 
the Order of either reducing its benefits or placing its entire 
membership on an adequate rate basis. 


In view of the foregoing it is recommended that the Order be 
required to inform this Department not later than July ist, 1924, 
as to what has been accomplished toward placing the Order 
on a 100% solvency basis.

This company was examined by the Insurance Department of 
Washington as of December 31, 1922; the report being dated De- 
cember 29th, 1923. 

The financial statement as ascertained by the examiner differs 
very slightly from the financial exhibit as published in Best’s Life 
Insurance Reports 1923, page 518; such differences showing a re- 
duction in surplus from $137,736 as published in Best’s Reports 
to $133,362 as reported by the examiners; the total admitted assets 
and total income and disbursements being exactly the same. 

This difference in surplus is occasioned by the company not 
having included in its liabilities the interest accumulations for 
the portion of the year from the policy anniversary to December 
31, and dividends left with the company to accumulate at interest 
which difference is $4,375.16. " 

In referring to this examination the examiners stated: 

“While the company sustained a small] loss in surplus for the 
year 1922, a gain was shown in its business in force. The per- 
sistency record as well as the mortality record has been very good 
and the cost of new business has been normal. The company has 
always been and is being conservatively managed and is financially 
strong.”

“The company’s statement for the year ending December 3ist, 
1923 has not been furnished.

On April 10, 1924 the superintendent of insurance at Winnipeg 
in reply to an inquiry from us stated that because the affairs 
of the company were then before the courts, he could not offer 
any information on questions which must be decided by the 
courts. 

He stated, however, that the employees had been discharged 
and that the books of the company were in the hands of the 
liquidators and the courts. 

Continuing he said: “I think I may, however, say that the 
affairs of this company have received a great deal of thoug 


and consideration from the allied Superintendents of Insuran | 


for the various provinces in which they have been licensed to 
do business. For some years we have been endeavoring to per- 
suade them to do business along different lines and have en- 
deavored to preclude the necessity of placing them in liquidation. 
Our actions have been dictated by advice which we sought from 
various authorities on Life Insurance operation and I regret 
that our efforts were not successful. When I received an un- 
signed copy of an Annual Statement of the company as at the 
3lst day of December last I came to the conclusion that, as far 
as I was concerned, I considered it advisable in the interest of 
the policyholders to recommend the placing of the company in 
liquidation and I immediately wired for Mr. Fisher, Superintend- 
ent of Insurance, Regina, to come down for a conference. The 
result of the Annual Meeting of the Shareholders of the Company 
precluded the necessity for our taking any action as they de- 
sired to go into voluntary liquidation. Certain shareholders who 
were either employees of the company or connected with the 
company on a commission basis are endeavoring to reorganize 
the company and the courts will decide within the next week 
whether they consider it more advisable to allow an attempt 
at re-organization or to take advantage of a definite proposition 
for the re-insurance of the company’s business made by one of 
the largest life insurance companies in Canada. Personally I 
cannot see how re-organization is possible in the light of the 
adverse advertising received by the company and the fact that 
there has been considerable shrinkage of assets during the last 
twelve months. I understand the decision of the courts will be 
made towards the end of this week.” 

Under date of April 8, 1924 the Superintendent of Insurance 
of the Province of Saskatchewan advised us that the company 
had failed to file its statement as of December 31, 1923 by 
March 1, 1924 as required by the laws of that Province. An ex- 
tension of two weeks was given for filing the statement and on 
March 19, he was called into conference with the Superinténdent 
of Insurance of the Province of Manitoba and after an investiga- 
tion it was decided to cancel the company’s license in the Prov- 
ince of Saskatchewan. 





OLD COLONY LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY,

An examination of this company was made as of August 31, 
1923, by the Insurance Departments of Illinois, Iowa and Okla- 
homa.

An examination of this company as of December 3ist, 1923 
has been made by F. M. Speakman, Consulting Actuary, Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. for the Insurance Department of Alabama. 

The report is dated March 13, 1924 and was filed in the office 
of the Alabama Insurance Department on April 7, 1924. 

The last previous examination was as of December 19, 1921 and 
the accounts were checked from that date to the end of 1923. 
The examination was begun on November 15, 1923 and completed 
January 19, 1924. 

The income includes $258,320 additional capital paid in during 
the year and $58,320 surplus on the increased capital. 

The disbursements include a stock dividend of $141,650 be- 
sides cash dividends of $14,169. 

The total income was $686,370.93 and the total disbursements 
including the stock dividends were $552,382.67. 

The admitted assets on December 31, 1923 were $2,337,188.39; 
the net reserve over capital and all other liabilities $190,618.89. 

The stock dividend mentioned was 100% of the capital out- 





standing on October 31, 1923, on which date the dividend was 
declared. 

The securities owned were carefully investigated and found 
to be “strictly high class yielding a satisfactory rate of return.” 

The Home Office property at 2112 First Avenue, Birmingham, 
Ala. had been carried at a book value of $30,306.35. An ap- 
praisal showed the property worth $30,000.00 more than that 
figure and it was marked up by that amount. Concerning re- 
serves, the examiner said “attention is called to the fact that 
the company is conservative in the matter of reserve, the 
method used in practically all forms giving a higher reserve 
than is actually required under the various policy forms. This 
not only gives added strength to the company and additional 
protection to the policyholders, but bespeaks the conservative 
manner in which the affairs of the company are conducted 
generally.

Furniture and Fixtures—$22,043.5 

This item represents the amount of the company’s disburse- 
ments since organization, charged to furniture and fixtures and 
carrier as a ledger asset. Since this account is a non-admitted 
asset it has been charged out in the accompanying financial state- 
ment under disbursements and will be so treated on the com- 
pany’s books. 

Other items of income and disbursements are thought to be 
self-explanatory. 

Assets 
Real Estate 

The real estate held by the company is carried on its books 
at $439,706.01 and consists partly of property at 1400-2-5 West 
Washington Boulevard, Chicago, Illinois, on which is located 
the Home Office Building. The company had title to this prop- 
erty at the date of the last examination as referred to in that 
report. In 1921 the company acquired title to the property at 
1408-12-16 West Washington Boulevard. From this last men- 
tioned property the company receives a rental of $300.00 per 
month and carries $8,500.00 fire insurance. 

The company also has title to the property known as 3900-02 
South State Street, Chicago, Illinois, which was acquired in 
1921, but which it recently sold, under contract, to the Public 
Agency Company for $45,000.00; the Agency Company paying 
$6,000.00 in cash, leaving $39,000.00 still due, at which it is 
carried on the books. 

During 1922 the company erected a Home Office Building on 
the property at 1400-2-6 West Washington Boulevard, the build- 
ing being carried on the company’s books at $294,693.97, fire insur- 
ance in the amount of $200,000.00 being carried on the building.

which, together with the $39,000.00 still due on the South State 
Street property, amounts to $489,346.00. 

The difference between appraised value and book value amount- 
ing to $49,639.99 is shown in non-ledger assets. There is still due 
$8,234.37 on account of this building for which liability is shown 
in financial statement. 

The company’s investment in the Home Office Building and in 
the other real estate owned has been fortunate, as the present 
appraised value is about $75,000.00 more, than was paid for 
same. The appraiser’s report attached shows that the site for 
the Home Office Buildng was well chosen. 

Mortgage Loans 

The mortgages held by the company amount to $219,800.00 of 
which $104,000.00 are on deposit with your department, $1,700.00 
with the company and the balance is deposited with various 
banks as collateral for borrowed money. All mortgages not on 
deposit with your department were inspected; those which were 
on hand at the last examination being checked as to the presence 
of the note and trust deed only and the balance being examined 
in detail and found in proper form or such defects as did exist 
being remedied during the course of the examination. These 
mortgages were also appraised by your department and ap- 
praiser’s report shows that in each case the amount loaned is 
not more than 50% of the appraised value. 

Policy Loans and Premium Notes 

The loans to policyholders were verified as were also premium 
notes. Premium notes, however, are on commercial forms and 
are accordingly excluded in non-admitted assets. 

Bonds ond Stocks 

The bonds held by company have a par value of $41,500.00 and 
are carried on the books of the company at $41,073.75. Of these 
bonds $5,000.00 par value, are on deposit with your department: 
$8,000.00 par value, are in possession of the company, and the 
balance $28,500.00 par value are on deposit with two banks as 
collateral for borrowed money. The bonds at one of these 
banks (in Chicago) was verified by your examiners and the 
amount with the other bank was verified by letter. 

The stock held by the company is bank stock, $15,000.00 par 
value, carried on the books of the company at $18,750.00. The 
rates used to obtain market value of these bonds and stocks 
were furnished by a financial concern of Chicago which shows 
the market value to be $58,185.00. The difference between book 
and market value, $1,638.75, has been deducted as non-admitted. 


Cash in Banks. 

This item was verified by the usual bank letter after recon- 
ciling the accounts as to outstanding checks. 
Bills Receivable and Agents’ Balances 

These items were verified from the company’s records and 
both of them are excluded in non-admitted assets. 


Other Assets 

The items of accrued interest, uncollected and deferred prem- 
iums, as well as the item of excess which is shown as non-ad- 
mitted, were computed in the usual manner. 

The item of capital stock tax overpaid to be refunded by the 
U. S. Government, $676.00, is a duplicate payment of this tax, 
and the government has requested the company to make claim 
for a refund, which claim has been filed. 


Liabilities 

The reserves were computed by your examiners after check- 
ing the valuation cards with the premium payment records and 
are based on the American Experience table at 3%% interest, 
Illinois Standard. The reserve for Industrial business is on 
the Standard Industrial Table at 3%% interest. The reserve for 
Total and Permanent Disability is on Hunter’s 3% Tables, while 
Double Indemnity reserve is set up at one-half the premium 
collected therefor. 

Unearned interest paid in advance, $1,037.07, is made up of 
$7.42 paid on account of policy loans and the balance is repre- 
sented by the unearned portion of interest paid in advance at 
the time of execution of contract for the sale of the 39th Street 
property above referred to. 








During the year 1922 the company paid a stock dividend of 
$300,000.00, thereby making its capital stock $500,000.00, the 
amount authorized in its charter. This action was taken in 
accordance with the provisions of the contract of subscription 
used in the sale of the second $100,000.00 capital stock issue 
which provided for declaring a stock dividend of 150% after 
the second $100,000.00 was fully paid for and issued. The item 
of capital stock was verified by listing the stubs of the stock 
certificate books and found to be correct. 

The other items of liability need no comment except as may r 
referred to elsewhere in this report. 


Policy Claims 

Papers in connection with claims were examined and while it 
is found that the same are paid promptly, yet it would appear 
that not sufficient attention has been given to the correctness of 
the papers submitted. The consideration clause in the company’s 
policy provides that the premium shall be paid annually in ad- 
vance but may be paid in semi-annual or quarterly installments. 
In the event of the death of the policyholder is has been the cus- 
tom of the company not to deduct the balance of the unpaid 
semi-annual or quarterly installments. This would appear to 
be discrimination in favor of policyholders who are paying on 
the semi-annual or quarterly basis.

Absorbs the China Mutual and Shanghai Life 


Through the courtesy of the U. 8S. Department of State, the 
Insurance Department of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States has recently received the following information relative 
to the above mentioned merger. This was prepared by Mr. 
James P. Davis, American Consul at Shanghai. 

The decision of the British Supreme Court for China on Jan- 
uary 3, 1924, approving the agreement dated December 20, 1922 
between the Sun Life Assurance Company of Canada and the 
China Mutual and the Shanghai Life Insurance Companies of 
Shanghai, makes effective that agreement and results in the im- 
mediate merging of the two principal foreign companies writing 
life insurance in China and in the Far East. The terms of the 
agreement provide for the taking over by the Sun Life of all 
the assets and liabilities of the local companies. The stock of 
the local companies will be paid for at the rate of Canadian 
$49.25 per share and all outstanding policies issued by the local 

panies will also be taken over by the Sun Life with the 

Qe: that the benefits to policyholders will be the same as 

r policyholders of the Sun Life as soon as the reserves of the 
local companies are on a parity with those of the Sun Life. 

The principal effect of the amalgamation is to give the Sun 
Life Assurance Company of Canada a practical monopoly of life 
insurance business in Bastern Agia. The business of the China 
Mutual extended over China, Japan, Philippine Islands, Straits 
Settlements, Burma, Ceylon and India. It has operated since 












1920 the business of the Shanghai Life Insurance Company, which 
since that date has not undertaken much new business. 

The combined assets of the Shanghai companies amounted to 
about Gold $15,000,000, while those of the Sun Life are stated 
to exceed Gold $200,000,000. 

The Sun Life purchased the capital stock of the China Mutual 
(which owned the Shanghai Life) sometime ago but the merger 
of the companies was not completed until comparatively recently.

Clarence E. Carr, Chairman of the Board of Directors: Allen 
Hollis, President and General Counsel; Robert J. Merrill, First 
Vice President, Secretary of the Board of Directors, and Clerk 
of the Corporation; Eugene E. Reed, Second Vice President and 
Superintendent of Agencies; John B. Jameson, Treasurer; Robert 
J. Graves, M. D., Medical Director; John V. Hanna, Actuary and 
Assistant Secretary; Robert D. Fletcher, Assistant Treasurer; 
H. H. Amsden, M. D., Assistant Medical Director; and F. Edward 
Rushlow, Manager Claim Department. 

Vacancies on the Board of Directors caused by the resignations 
of Robert J. Graves and Walter R. Porter were filled on January 
7,:1924 by the election by the directors of Richard W. Sulloway 
of Franklin, a leading manufacturer, and B. W. Couch, Esq., of 
Concord, a prominent attorney. 

The voting trust agreement is in ful] force and effect in ac- 
cordance with its terms, the owners of more than a majority of 
the 20,000 shares of stock outstanding having deposited their 
stock or signed the agreement. 

The Company has received a notice from the North Atlantic 
Securities Corporation claiming that said corporation is the owner 
of 3,930 shares of the United Life stock. This is less than 20% 
of the entire stock of this Company. None of this stock has been 
presented for transfer on the books of the Company. 

The above official report of the annual meeting of this company 
should set at rest the many rumors that have been in circulation 
for some months past.
